All 
other unauthorized calls will be turned 
down. In case of fires at Michigan 
State College, too large for the East 
Lansing department to handle, assist- 
ance will be sent immediately. 


For your information, Lansing city 
firemen who should be injured or killed 
while responding to fire alarms outside 
of Lansing proper do not come under 
the State Compensation Act. We deem 
it proper that the City or State insti- 
tution needing our help should pay in 
a case of this kind. 


The question was asked, How many 
times did the Lansing Fire Department 
respond to fire alarms at East Lan- 
sing in 1928? The fire department rec- 
ords show twice; in 1925, none; in 1926, 
six; in 1927, two; and in 1929 to date, 
once. 


It seems from the records that the 
number of fire alarms responded to in 
East Lansing proper are greatly exag- 
erated. 


Your Committee informed Mayor 
Faunce that the fire insurance prem- 
ium policy payers are paying a high 
rate for their insurance. This is on 
account of East Lansing'’s insurance 
classification, namely 5th class. By 
spending a nominal sum of money Hast 
Lansing could be placed in cities of 
the third class; and thereby saving 
the insurance policy payers at least 
ae gia the first year under the new 
rate. 


In our opinion the following improve- 
ments would have to be made:— 

Purchase one city service truck 
equipped with ladders, two chemical 
tanks, life net, etc. 

Seven full paid firemen to be added 
to the present force. 


Adopt the two-platoon system, 24 
hours on and 24 hours off. This would 
leave five men on duty at all times, 
who could well handle the two pieces 


of apparatus for a city the size of East 
Lansing. 


A sufficient amount of fire hose 
should always be on hand and ready 


— in service in event of a large 


We would further recommend that 
the Michigan State College and the City 
of East Lansing install a fire alarm 
system jointly. Fire alarm boxes to 
@ placed on prominent corners in the 
city and at various points on the Col- 
lege Campus. A four circuit switch- 


board would handle the system for 
many years. 


We, the Committee, believe that if 

ese improvements are made the Mi- 
chigan Inspection Bureau would grant 

better insurance classification.
